That was also my guess as to the identity. The other possibility, if it 
looks like the S-38D but does not have the two red slide switches for BFO 
and standby, is the (if my memory serves me) 5RO1. It is almost exactly 
like the S-38D but comes in a black case with a bright metal bezel around 
the rectangular slide rule dial. I just traded my rough looking unit for 
an equally rough-looking National NC-46 since I already had a better 
looking S-38D. From the description given it has to be one or the other. 
The IF amp tube for the 5RO1 is a standard 12SK7 with no BFO wiring. Those 
"metal tubes for RF and IF" are correct for the set. Both sets have the 
bandspread on the bottom of the slide rule with a yellow pointer. The only 


identification on my 5RO1 was on the heavy paper bottom plate which the 
orginal writer indicated was missing. The S-38D is identified on the bezel 
but that may have worn off. 


By the way, I noticed one response to what to get a 12 year old was one of 
this series of radios. Please don't do that without an isolation 
transformer or Ground Fault Interrupter. There is only a capacitor, 
probably leaky, between one side of the AC line and the chassis/ ground 
connection. The metal cabinet is supposed to be isolated from the chassis 
by rubber washers but the ground connection must be treated with care.

The biggest annoyance I found doing wrinkle according to the instructions 
on the can was that you could only do flat surfaces which made doing knobs 
was very difficult. Also, the amount of wrinkle wasn't consistent and the 
edges and corners were all rough due to going to the edge and having to 
meet it at another paining session. There was also the disadvantage of 
the one surface per day technique stretching the painting of one cabinet 
out over 5 days. 


One other comment relates to a technique described in ELECTRIC RADIO where 
the paint was dried in either an oven or in the sun. I tried those and I 
discovered that hitting it with hair dryers or a heat gun as I described 
works much better although it is a bit labor intensive. To give you an 
idea as to how well doing it that way works, I have two original finish 
BC-348 spinner knobs and it's very difficult to tell them from the one I 
stripped and repainted. 


Now if I could find some OD wrinkle paint to redo my MT-350/GRC-9, I'd be 
fixed!
